Exhibition Committee

Those who attend the S.P.A. 
convention August 29 to 31 at the 
Hotel Broadview in Wichita, 
Kans.,; will see a larger exhibition 
that the Wichita Stamp Club 
originally planned for the con- 
vention.

“Then there is the collector 
who buys a mixture to add stamps 
to his collection. This can or can 
not be considered an expensive 
way of buying stamps if you 
don’t allow anything for the fun 
you’ve had. It is awful expen- 
sive if you buy one of these 10 
Ibs. for a dollar lots where in 
either United States or Foreign 
there are only about ten or twen- 
ty varieties of the most .ommon 
stamps at the most. A fellow buy- 
ing this stuff would be better off 
spending that buck for some nice 
copies that he needed. 

“The fellow who gets his heart 
torn out and his collecting life 
soured in the process, is the one 
who buys a mixture with the 
thought that he is going to find 
some great rarity, or some real 
expensive stamp. If he’d only 
stop to consider that a stamp is 
a rarity or high priced because 
there aren’t many of them, at 
least not enough to be found in 
mixtures, he might save his dis 
position and his money. Sure, 
finds are made in mixtures now 
and then, but that don’t happen 
very often. There are a lot of 
good stamps to be found in mix- 
tures, some cataloguing a dollar 
or more, but only in high grade 
accumulations, and you are char- 
ged accordingly. 

“When I first started buying 
mixtures both United States and 
Foreign, I bought a pound each 
from several reputable dealers. in 
this type of mechandise. I soon 
found out who generally had the 
most for my money, and who had 
the best service. I’ve stuck with 
them ever since and have never 
been disappointed. As to the price 
one should pay, that is strictly a 
matter involving your own pock- 
etbook, what you are expecting 
to find and the quality that the 
dealer supplies. Sometimes I’ve 
gotten better goods at 50 cents a 
pound than I have at $1.50— if

Transportation of letters has 
been a concern of mankind for at 
least five or six thousand years. 
In fact, if Adam was created in 
the year 4004 before Christ, he 
was only about two-* hundred 
years old when the first postal 
system was instituted. King Sar- 
gon of Babylon reigned about 
3800 B.C. He established a reg- 
ular postal service for his offi- 
cial letters, which he sent to his 
correspondents everywhere in the 
world as it was then known. The 
Chinese had not by that time in- 
vented paper, the king of Perga- 
mum had not developed parch- 
ment as writing material, nor the 
Egyptians the pith of the papyrus 
plant. So the king’s letters were 
cut on small slabs of soft clay, 
which was then baked hard, vov- 
ered with a softer clay for pro- 
tection, and then marked with 
the royal seal. Here we see the 





counterpart of our modern en- 
velopes—the soft enveloping clay 
and of our postage stamps—the 
king’s seal. The royal couriers 
were the postmen of these ancient 
times. Specimens of these an- 
cient letter may now be seen in 
the Louvre in Paris. From then 
on, we have postal history almost 
unbroken. The kings of Egypt 
regarded the post as so important 
that there are postmen depicted 
on the walls of a royal tomb dat- 
ing about 1500 B.C. The Old 
Testament contains many refer- 
ences to the post. Herodotus, 
writing in the fifth century B.C., 
is the author of that famous motto 
which appears—translated from 
the Greek original—on the front 
of the New York postoffice: 
“Neither rain, nor snow, nor 
heat, nor gloom of night stays 
these courier from the swift 
completion of their appoint- 
ed rounds.” 
The Romans had an elaborate 
postal system, which continued 
until the Dark Ages almost put a 
stop to civilization. 
Writing Becomes More General 
In the time of the Renaissance 
letter-writing gradually became 
more general, and regular postal 
systems were developed on the 
Continent of Europe and in the 
British Isles. Transportation, 
however, was still subject to the 
limitation of foot-couriers or 
riders on horseback, and _ this 
made the sending of a letter a 
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very slow and very expensive

|letter, too, simply means a single 
jsheet of paper. Not until 1845 
|was there really substantial re- 
‘lief from this condition. Then 
|five cents was made the rate for 
ja single letter up to three hundred 
|miles, and ten cents for a greater 
distance, The postmasters’ pro- 
visional stamps (1845) and 
first regular United States post- 
age stamps (1847), whose cen- 
tenary we are now celebrating, 
belong in this era. Four years 
later the final basic change was 
made, and the ordinary letter rate 
became three cents. 
The Railroads Come Into Being 

Eighteen years before’ the 
United States Government issued 
its first postage stamps, the first 
railroad train drawn by a loco- 
motive was put into operation by 
the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company, and the next 
year, 1830, saw the first Amer- 
ican-built engine draw a train on 
the Baltimore & Ohio. This be- 
ginning, and the rapid expansion 
of railroads in the United States, 
naturally encouraged the use of 
the posts, and meant ever greater 
speed in the transportation of the 
mails, In 1832 the Goverment 
allowed Slaymaker and Tomlins, 
stage mail contractors, $400 extra 
per year for carrying the mail 
from Philadelphia to Chester, 
Pennsylvania, by rail rather than 
by coach.

An Editorial For Mr. Tiger 





Mr. A. A. Tiger of New York, who writes a column under 


the title of Second Guessing in the Stamp Wholesaler, has 
in the past attacked Linn’s Weekly Stamp News in many 
instances, chief of which has been his statement in the July 
10 Wholesaler wherein he accuses our pub- 
lication alone of printing wholesale adverti- 
sing and fails to state in the same article 
that the identical advertisement which we 
printed and about which he complains, was 
at the same time being printed in both Phil- 
ately and in Mekeels Weekly Stamp News. 
It appeared to us that Mr. Tiger was deliber- 
ately singling out our paper for an unjusti- 

fied attack with intention of damaging our 
GEO. LINN good reputation among the stamp dealers of 
America. 

As a result of the statements by Mr. Tiger, which as 
we said in an editorial of June 28, the remarks were either 
maliciously dishonest or due to ignorance on his part, we have 
been served with a letter from attorneys in New York where- 
in we are threatened with a libel suit. Mr. Tiger by this action 
puts himself in the class of those who apparently love to 
dish it out, but can not take it. 

For the sake of the record, we are printing herewith the 
letter from Rothbart & Rothstein, who represent themselves 
as Attorneys for Mr. Tiger.

This letter is written to give you an opportunity to 
withdraw from circulation all outstanding issues containing 
this item and to enable you to publish an appropriate re- 
traction and apology. This suggestion is offered to enable 
you to remedy partially the injury done to Mr. Tiger’s good 
name and professional status.

Approval Education. 


Do you buy on approval? Then, 
give yourself and the dealer a 
break and save money while do- 
ing it. When you want to see a 
certain numbered stamp in the 
catalog, be sure to _ indicate 
either the description of the 
stamp, by name, or by catalog 
number. In addition, it is not a 
bad idea to also include the 
words: Used, mint or single and 
block, whenever it is appropri- 
ate. To allow further leeway 
just in case your favorite dealer 
does not have your particular 
want at that particular time, it is 
not a bad idea to also include a 
supplementary list of wants. 

The best way of handling your 
own want list is to remember that 
the dealer is not a mind reader 
and do not expect him to know 
that you wanted blocks when you 
only indicated the number of the 
stamp. When asking for approv- 
als, it is always a good idea to 
allow your dealer sufficient  in- 
formation so that he may intel- 
ligently make up decent ap- 
provals for you along the lines 
you collect. If it is left entire- 


ly up to him, he must jump 
around in the catalog and will 
probably include’ blocks and 


singles as well as mint and used, 
just to find out what you really 
collect. Save yourself some 
money in returning the stamps 
by asking for what you wish to 
see, and possibly you will not 
have to return the stamps at all. 
In the same manner, you are sav- 
ing the dealer money by his sav- 
ings on the approvals. Even 
though the biggest cost of the 
dealer is his mailing costs, at the 
same time he will never mind 
paying that cost from his mar- 
gin of profit as long as he can see 
evidence of having made a sale. 
Remember to use commemora- 
tives on your mailing to him and 
he will reciprocate by giving you 
some value in return. A sticker 
reading “Philatelic Mail, Please 
Cancel lightly” may be purchased 
from many sources and if used on 
your mail will go far toward ob- 
taining a nice neatly cancelled 
stamp for your dealer. The deal- 
ers all appreciate this small ef- 
fort on your part, as it is one of 
the means for him to obtain a 
small recovery on his advertising 
costs. Try it and see how your 
dealer reacts toward you! 
Remember the main essentials 
in obtaining stamps on approval 
in an intelligent manner is very 
simple. It is not just the case 
of asking for stamps. You will 
get them but you will not like it, 
and will blame the dealer which 
is very unfair. You must give 
him the necessary information 
in order to be given the kind of 
service you desire. Always place 
yourself in the dealers position 
and after writing your letter, ask 
yourself if you would know what 
to do with the letter if you had 
received it from some other col- 
lector. It is leaves you in doubt as 
to your intentions, just what do 
you think the dealer will think a- 
bout it. 

Above all, remember that the 
dealer is in the business to make 
a profit and if you hold up re- 
turns over the designated period 
of time, then you may be caus- 
ing him a loss both in time and 
money. Those costs are reflected 
in either the raising or lowering 
of his service. If you can save 
him money, he in turn will pos- 
sibly be in a better position to 
pass those savings on to you. By 
holding up the return of approv- 
als, you are endangering your 
credit standing even though you 
do not know it or mean to. A 
dealer soon marks you down as a 
slow turn over and if too long, 
then he puts you down as a head- 
ache to be watched very closely. 
If you are in doubt as to handling 
approvals, then the best advice is 
to tell the dealer that you want 
approvals every 2 weeks or so, 
when you receive the stamps from 
him, sit down and go over the se- 





lections immediately. After mak-

days or whenever you want them. 
You might also include further 
wants with every fourth letter 
or so, which will assist the deal- 
er in giving you maximum serv- 
ice. 

One of the biggest mistakes in 
obtaining approvals, is to always 


If the stamp is a_ fairly common 
stamp of some foreign country, 
always remember that even if it 
only catalogs 2c; the dealer is 
entitled to 2c, possibly more, for 
that stamp because he may have 
had to look through a lot of com- 
mon stamps to find that part- 
icular one. Take the case of the 
stamp from France, No. 155, the 
stamp only catalogs 10c used but 
try and find it for less than that. 
This particular stamp came out 
about the time that a_ similar 
stamp was in existence, and 
therefore found its way into many 
packets. The stamp is not too un- 
eommon but there are many deal- 
ers that do not have it. Therefore, 
any dealer that has it, had had to 
obtain it at some additional cost 
to himself, at least, more than the 
catalog indicates. That is just 
one example but there are many 
more of them and the catalog 
price is no indication of the ef- 
fort behind the service being 
rendered to you. In the case of 
the newer stamps today, used 
copies are sometimes harder to 
find than the mint. If you stick 
to only the used copies and light- 
ly cancelled ones at that, then 
you are asking the dealer at lot if 
you are insisting on _ perfect 
copies. The catalog price will 
not reflect the effort involved in 
obtaining a satisfactory copy. The 
price of 2c on a certain stamp or 
even 10c for that matter, is not 
too high a price to pay, if the 
stamp completes your set and it is 
the one you want. Forget about 
catalog. value in the case of used 
stamps at it does not mean a 
thing, in most cases. 

In the next article we_ shall 
endeavor to go further into this 
phase of collecting, so watch for 
it, if you wish to make yourself 
a solid collector whom the dealer 
will invite with open arms. 

Just be a good collector and 
give the right information and 
no one will be sorry that you did. 
You will reap many benefits for 
your effort.

Cachets To Be Applied 
For Inauguration Of 
Texas Air Mail Routes 





The Post Office Department an- 
nounced that effective on or about 
September 1, 1947 air mail ser- 
vice will be inaugurated over 
three portions of the recently au- 
thorized new Air Mail Route AM- 


At that time service will be in- 
stituted between San Antonio, 
Texas, and Houston, Texas, with 
intermediate stops at Victoria, 
Bay City and Freeport, Texas. 
On the second portion of -this 
route service will commence be- 
tween Fort Stockton, Texas and 
Dallas, Texas with intermediate 
points at McCamey-Sheffield, San 


Angelo, Coleman, Stephenville, 
Brownwood and Fort Worth, 
Texas. 


The third portion of AM-82 on 
which service will start on the 
September 1 date will be between 
Dallas and Houston, Texas via 
Corsicana, Palestine and Lufkin, 
Texas. 

In making this announcement 
the Post Office Department point- 
ed out that service at Bay City, 
Freeport, Fort Stockton, McCam- 
ey-Sheffield, Coleman, Stephen- 
ville, Corsicana and Lufkin will 
not be inaugurated at the present 
time due to inadequacy of’ air- 
port facilities. However, cachets 
will be authorized at these points 
when service is actually started. 

Special cachets will be provided 
for San Antonio, Victoria, Hous- 
ton, Air Mail Fields, Houston, 
San Angelo, Brownwood, Fort 
Worth, Air Mail Field, Fort Wor- 
th, Dallas, Air Mail Field, Dallas, 
and Palestine, Texas, and the 
usual treatment of philatelic mail 
will be authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the Postmasters at San Antonio, 
Victoria, Houston, San Angelo, 
Brownwood, Fort Worth, Dallas 
and Palestine, Texas, should be 
accompanied by a letter authori- 
zing the holding of the covers 
for the first flight and requesting 
the application of the cachet. First 
flight air mail covers for the Air 
Mail Field, Houson, Texas, should 
be addressed to District Superin- 
tendent District No. 7, Railway 
Mail Service, Houston, Texas, 
and covers for the Air Mail Field, 
Fort Worth and Air Mail Field, 
Dallas, Texas, should be addres- 
sed to the Regional Superinten- 
dent, Air Postal Transport, Fort 
Worth 1, Texas, and should be 
accompanied by a similar letter. 
Space approximaetly 2% inches 
by 2% inches to the left on the 
address side of all covers is re- 
quired for the cachet. 

At the request of collectors, 
covers originating at the above 
name offices will be sent to term- 
inal points of the portions to be 
served by the first flight in each 
direction for backstamping.

are here at Linn’s, and how we 
keep constantly looking ahead to 
give our readers the best, the new- 
est and the unexpected, we are 
going to write about Christmas 
and Santa Claus, right here in the 
middle of summer. This was not 
prompted by a cold wave, a fall 
on our head or a heat stroke, but 
merely by the receipt of a letter 
bearing some _ tidy information 
about the Christmas Seals of Aus- 
tralia. 

We are indebted to Keith W. 
Tucker of that country for the in- 
formation and the _ seals’ both. 
About the seals, he has this to 
say: 

The seals were first issued in 
1943 on the suggestion of Dr. D. 
R. H. Cowan, Medical Director, 
South Australian Tuberculosis 
Association. The design was al- 
most identical with the 1937 Seal 
of the United States, and had a 
printing of ten thousand sheets. 
The unsold 1943 seals were again 
sold in 1944, 

Since then, two other seals have 
been issued. One shows the head 
of Father Christmas, the Cross of 
Lorraine and the word “Greet- 
ings.” This was the seal for 1945 
which was printed in colors red, 
dark blue, tan and white. It was 
an original design by Mr. Long- 
staff, nephew of the famous art- 
ist. The 1946 seal was patterned 
after the seal issued by Great 
Britain in 1936, but was issued in 
different colors than the one from 
that country. They were in red, 
green and white. All the seals 
were printed by Vardon & Sons, 
Adelaide, South Australia. The 
sheets coniain 50 seals each and 
are rouletted rather than  sep- 
arated by the commoner perfora- 
tion. Mr. Tucker states that these 
seals of 1945-46 can still be ob- 
tained by addressing a request to 
Mr. R. J. Rodgers, Hon. Secre- 
tary, The South Australia Tuber- 
culosis Association, Inc. Gawlers 
188 North Terrace, Adelaide, Au- 
stralia. A donation must be en- 
closed with a request for the 
seals. 

We express a sincere vote of 
thanks to Mr. Tucker for his ges- 
aure of good will. His fellow 
stamp collectors - of Melbourne 
have honored him by electing him 
President of the Myer Philatelic

Artist Confounds His 
Critics; Has Winning 
Design In Competition 


What might come under the 
heading of “Vindication With A 
Vengeance” is the following story 
about that well known designer 
of the stamp of New Zealand, J. 
Berry of Wellington. We have 
always enjoyed and appreciated 
Mr. Berry’s designs, as probably 
have many other collectors. The 
following is from “New Zealand 
Notes” in the Australian Stamp 
Monthly: 

“It is expected that this year’s 
Health stamps will be issued on 
lst October. The,designs were 
selected from 700 entries and the 
first prize was awarded to Mr. J. 
Berry of Wellington, designer of 
many stamps for the New Zealand 
Postal Department. The — an- 
nouncement will be received with 
broad smiles by many New Zea- 
land collectors. 

“Mr. Berry received a deal of 
criticism upon his designs for the 
Peace stamps—some helpful and 
just criticism and some unwar- 
ranted criticism—and it was sug- 
gested in some quarters that a 
“recognized artist” should be en- 
gaged by the department to sub- 
mit designs for future issues. 
Some of the “recognized artist” 
declared that there was little or 
no artistic merit in any of Mr. 
Berry’s Peace designs. Be that 
that as it may, but the opportun- 
ity was offered to artists, “recog- 
nised” or otherwise, and the fact 
that Mr. Berry’s design were ac- 
cepted seems to show that there 
is at least some merit in his 
work.” 





A Stamp To Honor Ernie 
Pyle Is Commendable

NEWFOUNDLAND CORONA- 
TION SETS. William L. LaRue 
of La Grange, Illinois sent a let- 
ter to this column in connection | 
with the recent article regarding | 
the two sets of Newfoundland 
Coronation stamps. He concedes 
that the facts were correct, but 
that only part of the picture was 
given. The story submitted by 
him, was that in the early 1930’s, 
Newfoundland was in financial 
difficulties and requested the aid 
of the British Government. This 
was granted—but—it was requulr- 
ed that a Royal Commission bé 
appointed which was to assume 
all powers as long as necessary 
to straighten out Newfoundland’s 
financial affairs. This practically 
caused the loss of status as a self 
governing dominion, and being 
controlled by a Royal Commis- 


poses a Crown Colony. Under 
these conditions the Crown agents 
could and did issue the Corona- 
tion stamps for Newfoundland, 
as was done previously with the 
Jubilee stamps. 

In 1937, the commission relin- 
quished its powers to the New- 
foundland government—but preb- 


or requested a coronation set 
from the Crown agents. This ap- 
parently restored Newfoundland’s 
position as a self governing do- 
minion, 

During world war two, New- 
foundland had an era of unusual 
prosperity. It was an important 
part of the air service between 
Europe and America. Large air 
fields were constructed and var- 
ious leases made to United States 
for bases. Troops in large num- 
bers were there and their indus- 
tries all flourished. But now. all 
war time prosperity is over and 
exports are reduced. 

The government probably rea- 
lizes that the future financial pic- 
ture is more or less uncertain. 
How else could be explained the 
various talks and rumors regard- 
ing Newfoundland’s desire to be- 
come a state or territory of the 
United States, or a province of 
Canada. It is reported that the 
majority of the population pre- 
fer joining with the United States 
in view of the wealth and gener- 
osity of their southern neighbor. 
In Ottawa talks are now going 
on regarding the possibility of 
taking in Newfoundland and the 
terms,

If each and 
every collector would get him- 
self a decent dealer that handles 
his full requirements there is no 
reason that he cannot make the 
type of purchase on some sets in 
the near future. The rapid ad- 
vance of many of the _ issues 
shortly after they become obso- 
lete is gradually coming to the 
front. This day of short issues, 
and the growing ranks of collect- 
ors is bringing this about. It 
is true that many countries are 
making suckers out of the trade 
but at the same time, there is a 
certain enhancement to be had 
even for those short  speculat- 
ive, controlled issues. The case of 
the Liberia Roosevelt is one. At 
a new issue price of less than a 
dolllar they are now selling 
around $5. To sell a holding of 50 
of these, wouldbring in a nice re- 
turn of more than double your 
money. Is that hay, or just pen- 
nies? 

Now is the time for all collect- 
ors to start readjusting themselves 
and return to their first love of 
collecting for the fun and enjoy- 
ment they got out of it. Now is the 
time to fill up those many empty 
spaces in your album. We do not 
say stop buying ‘any items for 
speculation but we do say be 
more cautious with your spend- 
ing. To stop altogether is like 
stopping eating candy just be- 
cause you have a bad tooth. Fix 
up the injured part and then be 
more careful in the future! So it 
goes in Stamp collecting. Take 
your losses for those mistakes that

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points of the post-office has been 
dealing. with railroad corpora- 
tions. As these are bodies with- 
out souls, they can only be dealt 
with on the footing of pecuniary 
interest. And as they are state in- 
stitutions, and local favorites, pub- 
lie opinion has been generally 
predisposed to take sides with the 
railroad, and against the depart- 


ment. And thus the railroads 
have been able to exact ex- 
obitant allowances for services 


which cost them next to nothing. 
Were the whole mails of the coun- 
try to be sent at once by a single 
railroad what would be the 
amount? The average number of 
letters mailed in a day is 142,857; 
which, at the average weight of 
one-third ounce, would weigh 
2,976 pounds. The average num- 
ber of newspapers in a day is 
150,685, which at the average 
weight of two ounces, would give 
18,834 pounds. The whole togeth- 
er make 21,815, pounds equal to 
109 passengers, averaging, with 
their baggage, 200 pounds each. 
These passengers would be car- 
ried by railroad 200 miles, from 
Boston to Albany, for $545. The 
daily cost of railroad service is 
$1,637, which shows that it is dist- 
ance, not weight, that is chiefly 
regarded. Or, in other words, 
that the weight of the mails is of 
very little account to railroads. It 
is well known that corporations 
regard the catriage of the mail 
as almost clear profit. The whole 
daily mails of the United States 
could be carried by the inland 
route from Boston to New Or- 
leans, by the established ex- 
presses, at their regular rate on 
parcels, for a little over $3000; 
while the whole daily expense of 
mail transportation is $6,594. The 
express will carry from Boston to 
New York, for $1.50, an amount 
of parcels which the postoffice 
would charge $150 for carrying 
as letters, or $18.40 as newspapers. 
—and all go by the same train, of 
course involving equal cost of 
transportation to the company. 
The inference is unavoidable, 
{that the government is charged 
exorbitantly by these companies, 
from the entire absence of com- 





petition on almost every railroad 
route. While human nature re-

Railroad Transportation—

“Now, let the post-office pres- 
ent itself to the people as a system 
of pure and unmingled benefi- 
cience, studying not how it can 
get a little more money for a little 
less service, but how it can rend- 
er the greatest amount of accom- 
modation with the least expense to 
the public treasury, and it will at 
once become the object of the pub- 
lic gratitude and warm affection; 
men will study how to facilitate 
all its transactions, will be consci- 
entiously careful not to impose 
any needless trouble upon its 
servants, and will generally watch 
for its interest as their own. Such 
is the benign effect upon all the 
considerate portions of society in 
England. Then the government 
will be fully sustained in insist- 
ing that all railroads shall carry 
the mail for a compensation 
which will be just a fair equival- 
ent for the service performed, in 
reasonable proportion to . other 
services. And if the corporations 
are perverse in throwing obstacles 
in the way, the people will expect 
that such coercive measures 
should be employed as wisdom 
may prescribe, to make these 
creatures of their power subserv- 
ient to the public good, and not 
to mere private aggrandizement.” 


Conclusion Of The Argument 


The brochure proceeds to state 
that the cost of mail transporta- 
tion in England is about five and 
a quarter pence per mile; in the 
United States about twelve cents 
per mile. Again, “the average 
weight of passengers with their 
baggage is set at 230 pounds. This 
would be equal to the weight of 
7,360 letters, at half an ounce each, 
the postage on which at two cents 
would be $147.20, irrespective of 
distance.” 

Against this the passenger fare 
from Boston to New York is 
stated to be $4.00, and the express 
freight of an equal weight to 
$1.50. While even Liverpool per 
Cunard steamers the passenger 
fare is $120, and the express 
weight $7.20. The cost of trans- 

orting a letter from London to 

inburgh has been ascertained 
to be one thi¥ty-six of a penny.
